In the eastern Mediterranean, 
Turkey, now ready to join Britain 
and America, will then be cut off 
from Russia and surroundea by the 
Germans, The Turks must decide 
whether to go over to the German 
camp or fight. That decision will 
depend upon whether the Turks be- 
lieve that America is going into the 
war and coming with an enthusiasm 
that means victory. What the Turks 
will do is not hard to foresee if the 
American Congress passes any more 
defence legislation by one vote. 

In the western Mediterranean, 
France, Spain and Portugal will be 
called upon by Hitler to provide 
him a fleet, bases in the Azores and 
Dakar, an attack against Gibraltar 
and joint military operations 
through Africa. The French, Span- 
jards ad Portuguese with whom I 
talked told me without exception 
that decision would be based on 
whether or not America way coming 
into the war. They mean it, 


NAZI GENERALS PIKERS 

It seems to me that Keitel and 
Brauchitsch are pikers. They used

An American isolationist may 
not care what people in the Med- 
iterranean think but they care 
what he thinks.

A STRONG WEAPON 

His strongest weapon against Am- 
erica is his fifth column since the 
Nazis have analyzed American mor- 
ale as the weak point in the joint 
democratic defence. If America in- 
terferes—and we are already ship- 
ping tanks and planes to the middle 
east—there will be a collision. Hitler 
will not shrink from it. 

Only then will the American 
isolationists understand his hatred 
of America. Hitler admires Eng- 
land and describes its population 
as “Teutonic”, almost German. 
For America he reserves contempt 
and defiance. f 

America is no nation, according to 
Hitler, but a conglomeration of mass 
races controlled by Jews. He thinks 
it would be the perfect land to plant 
the master race of Nazi Germans. 

But for all his admiration of them 
he thought the British would capi- 
tulate.

It is the Nazi design to abolish 
the freedom of the seas... for 
with control of the seas in their 
own hands the way can become 
clear for their next step—domina- 
tion of the United States and the 
Western Hemisphere by force, 

It must be explained again and 
again to people who like to think 
of the United States Navy as in- 
vincible that this can be true 
only if the British Navy survives. 
That is simple arithmetic.

Normal practices of diplomacy

“No act of violence, or intimida- 
tion,” he said, “will keep us from 
maintaining intact two bulwarks of 
defence: First our line of supply of 
material to the enemies of Hitler, 
and second, the freedom of our 
shipping on the high seas, 

“No matter what it takes, no 
matter what it costs, we will keep 
open the line of legitimate com- 
merce in these defensive waters.” 


RECOUNTS ATTACKS 

Before making his historic an- 
nouncement, the President reccunt- 
ed, one after another, attacks upon 
American ships which led to his 
statement of policy—the USS. 
Greer and the merchant ships the 
Robin Moor, the Stee] Seafarer, the 
Sessa. And to these he added an 
incident at sea which had not 
hither{o been known to the public 

“In July 1941,” he said, “an 
American battleship in north At- 

lantic waters was followed by a 
submarine which for a long time 
sought to manoeuvre itself into a 
position of attack. 

“The periscope of the submar- 
ine was clearly seen, No British 
or American submarines were 

within hundreds of miles of this 
spot at the time, so the national- 
ity‘of the submarine is clear.” 
These incidents, taken collective- 

ly, the President said, could only be 
regarded as part of a general Nazi 
design “to abolish the freedom of 
the seas, and to acquire absolule 
control and domination of the seas 
for themselves." 

With that control in their hands, 
he said, the next step would be 
“domination of the United States and 
the western hemisphere by force,’ 
with no American vessel “free to 
carry on any peaceful commerce 
except by the condescending grace 
of this foreign and tyrannical 
power.” 

Although, Mr. Roosevelt contin- 
ued, some like to regard the United 
States navy as invincible, this was 
true only so long as the British navy 
survives. With Britain gone, Hitler 
would be able to far outstrip the 
United States in building ships, 


STOP BEING DELUDED 

“It is time for all Americans of 
all the Americas,” he added, “to stop 
being deluded by the romantic no- 
tion that the Americas can go on 
living happily and peacefully in a 
Nazi-dominated world.” 

Then he turned to the question of 
freedom of the seas, terming it a 
“basic and fundamental” policy for 
which generation after generation 
of Americans had battled. 

“That has been our policy proved 
time and again, in all our history,” 
he said. 

“Our policy has applied from 
time immemoriai—and still ap- 
plies—not merely to the Atlantic 
but to the Pacific and to all the 
other oceans as well. 

“Unrestricted submarine war- 
fare in 1941 conatitutes a defiance 
—an act of aggression—against 
that historic American policy, 

“It is now clear that Hitler has 
begun his campaign to contro] the 
seas by ruthless force and by wip- 
ing out every vestige of interna- 
tional law and humanity. 

“His intention has been made 
clear, The American people can no 
longer have any illusions about 
Mee save . 

“We Americans gre now face to 
face not with abstract theories but

“You seek to throw our children 
and our children’s children into your 
forms of terrorism and slavery. You 
have attacked our own safety. You 
shall go no further.” 

Calling Nazi submarines “the 
rattlesnakes of the Atlantic,” Mr. 
Roosevelt said it was clear that the 
time had come when the Americas 
themselves must be defended, be- 
cause if submarines and raiders can 
attack in distant waters “they can 
attack equally well within sight of 
our Own shores.” 

It attacks within American waters 
or in waters which could be used 
for further and greater attacks upon 
Americans are continued, he argued. 
they “will inevitably weaken Amer- 
ican ability to repel Hitlerism.” 

There was no sense in ‘splitting 

hairs,” Mr. Roosevelt sald, about 
whether American resistance 
should begin after the fffth at- 

tack or the 10 or the 20th. 

“The time for active defence is 
now,” he declared. 

Nor, he continued, should there 
be hair-splitting on whether Amer- 
icans should defend themselves only 
“if the torpedo succeeds in getting 
home,” or passengers and crew are 
drowned. 

“This is the time for prevention of 
attack,” the President said, and then 
added: 

“In the waters which we deem 
necessary for our defence, American 
naval vessels and American planes 
wil] no longer wait until Axis sub- 
marines lurking under the water, or 
Axis raiders on the surface of the 
sea, strike their deadly blow—tfirst. 


PROTECT ALL SHIPS 

“Upon our naval and air patrol— 
now operating in large numbers 
over a vast expanse of the Atlantic 
Ocean—falls the duty of maintain- 
ing the American policy of freedom 
of the seas—now. 

“That means, very simply and 
clearly, that our patrolling ves- 
sels and planes will protect all 
merchant ships—not only Amer- 
ican ships but ships of any flag— 
engaged in commerce in our de- 
fensive waters, 

“They will protect them from 
submarines; they will protect them 
from surface raiders,” 

It was not “an act of war,” he 
said, “when we decide to protect 
the seas which are vital to Ameri- 
can defence,” for “the aggression is 
not ours; ours is solely defence.” 

There followed his direct warn- 
ing to Germany and Italy that if 
their vessels of war enter areas of 
the sea which the United States 
considers vital to its protection, 
those ships of war do so at their 
own risk, 


“That is my obvious duty in this} 


crisis,” he said. ‘That is the clear 
right of this sovereign nation. That 
is the only step possible, if we 
would keep tight the wall of de- 
fence which we are pledged to 
maintain around this western hem- 
isphere, 

“IT have no illusions about the 
gravity of this step. I have not 
taken it hurriedly or lightly, It is 
the result of months of constant 
thought and anxiety and prayer. In 
the protection of your -nation and 
mine it cannot be avoided ‘ 

“And with the inner strength that 
comes to a free people conscious 
of their duty and of the righteous- 
ness of what they do, they (the 
American people) will—with divine 
help and guidance—stand their 
ground against this latest assaul! 
upon their democracy, their soy 
ereignty and their freedom.”

Hereafter warships of Germany and 
Italy will be liable to attack on sight by 
naval forces of the United States if 
they appear in the waters between that 
country and its outposts in Greenland 
and Iceland, or in the 300-mile safety 
zone along the eastern borders of the 
Americas, or in any area in any ocean 
where the Government at Washington 
may consider the presence of the pi- | 
rates to threaten the security of the | 
United States or the rights of its law- | 
abiding citizens. These areas are to be 
made and kept safe for commerce, the 
commerce of all nations. 

This is the reply to the attempt of 
Herr Hitler to frighten the United 
States navy and merchant marine off 
the seas. It is plain, direct, adequate, 
but in no way provocative. There will 
be no “shooting war” unless the Axis 
powers invite it by sending their sub- | 
marines or surface raiders into these 
waters. Should they do so, the com- 
mander of any United States warship 
who sights one of the intruders has the 
authority—and responsibility—to de- 
stroy it forthwith. 

If there was anv hope at Berlin that 
unrestricted frightfulness could check 
the flow of United States munitions to 
Britain and other Axis-enemy coun- 
tries, that hope is dispelled. The muni- 
tions will continue to move, to every | 
country that needs them, but in future 
they will move, with all other com- 
merce, under the protecting muzzles of 
the guns of American warships.

Colossal Losses 


From Moscow comes a report that 
the counter-drive in the central] sector 
has resulted in the capture or destruc- 
tion of 538 Nazi tanks, 50 planes, 500 
motor vehicles and 135 guns, while the 
enemy dead is estimated at 80,000. 

These figures are almost unbeliev- 
able until it is remembered that armies 
perhaps a million strong each have been 
Struggling there night and day for 26 
days, The magnitude of the armies con- | 
sidered and the nature of the fighting 
ground, these losses are not beyond cre- 
dence, They are supported also by the 
Statement of Mr. Churchill that Ger- 
many has lost more men in the last 
three months than it lost in any year of 
the former world war. 

Remembering the carnage in the 
campaign of the Somme and the fight 
for Verdun, Mr. Churchill’s comparison 
implies enemy losses with which the 
figures given by Moscow for the four 
weeks’ battle in the Smolensk sector are 
not at all out of line. | 

Men have been counted the cheap- 
est kind of munitions by the Nazi com- 
manders. They have sacrificed them 
without hesitation and without mercy 
on every front from Poland to the Bal- 
kans. To drive through has been their 
standing motto, and no price in blood | 
has been too heavy to gain an objective. 

The difference, and it is an import- 
ant difference, is that on the eastern 
front they have been sacrificing men 
without stint but without gaining their | 
objectives. There is a limit to the num- 
ber of men even Germany can put in 
the field, and that limit is not the total 
number of men of military age and fit- 
ness in the country. Brave as they are, 
there are bounds beyond which Ger- 
mans will not allow themselves to be 
slaughtered where no compensating 
gains are in evidence, and bounds be- | 
yond which the German people will not 
stand for the destruction of their man- 
hood, gains or no gains. 

Wherever this limit of endurance 
may lie, and it may still be far remote, 
itis being approached at frightful 
speed. 


Undeclared War 


Whatever they may call it, the Nazis 
have started undeclared war upon 
United States shipping. therefore 
against the United States. A freighter 
sunk in the Red Sea by an Axis bomber, 
another sunk in the North Atlantic by 
a submarine, and an attack on a de- 
stroyer in the same area, al! within 
a week, are events coming too thick 
and fast to be unrelated incidents; and 
each was an act of deliberate, unpro- 
voked, and illegal hostility. 

There is no accepted rule by which 
a belligerent is justified in sinking a 
merchant ship without warning in any 
sea; and none by which a belligerent | 
may claim to have established a block- 
ade where in fact it has not enough 
warships to make a blockade effective 
by legitimate procedure, involving fore- 
warning to neutral vessels and meas- 
ures to ensure the safety of the crews. 

By no sort of argument can these 
attacks on United States vessels be 
represented to be within belligerent 
righta, They were simply acts of pir- 
acy, and they were made in keeping 
with a policy of piracy. 

That policy was plainly declared by | 
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Herr Hitler months ago, when he said 
United States ships, escorted or not 
escorted, would be attacked if over- 
taken within the sea areas over which 
he was pleased to say he proposed to 
play the role of outlaw. This proclama- 
tion is now being carritd into effect. 
Whatever may be said of the attacks. 
they are neither inconsistent with the 
Fuehrer's declared intent, nor surpris- 


ing. 

What motive may lie behind this 
sudden decigion to carry the threat into 
execution, can only be surmised.

Hard Times Ahead 

The resumption by British bombers of

Air Force to intensify the air offensive on 
northern Italy from British bases, while 
Naples, industrial centre of the South, and 
the maritime towns on the Italian boot are 
pounded by bomber units from Mediter- 
ranean bases.

Their traditional hatred of Germany 
has been fed by the superior air adopted 
by Nazi occupants after the Italian failure 
in Greece, 

And now, Italian civilian morale has 
reached the point where a few hard 
knocks may turn the present grumbling 
into a more militant anti-Fascism. 

Watching their precious food products 
being shipped in ever-increasing quan- 
tities to Germany. the Italians have not 
relished Virginio Gayda’s predictions of a 
ten-year war as a result of Russia’s un- 
expectedly strong resistance to the Ger- 
man invasion. 

All-out participation in another cam- 
paign will not only add materially to 
Italian indignation, but will increase 
physical hardships to an almost unendur- 
able pitch. 

Must Fight Again 


Yet Hitler, by all reports, seems deter- 
mined to demand such participation to 
compensate for the severe German losses 
in Russia. 

Up to the present time, the small 
Italian forces already operating in Russia 
have had an unpleasant time. Italian 
troops fighting before Odessa and Italian 
airmen matching their skill with the 
Soviet air force are reputedly undergoing 
rough handling. 

In Yugoslavia and Greece, the con- 
quered peoples are stirring menacingly as 
the fortunes of war turn against the Axis. 

The contempt of the Greeks for the 
Ttalians as a result of the Italian fiasco in 
Albania last winter has resulted in 
numerous incidents and there have been 
severa] ex@cutions in Athens. 

In Yugoslavia, the Italian forces are 
continually harassed by guerrilla activ- 
ities which will undoubtedly iperease with 
the approach of the winter season. 

In the Egyptian western desert stands a 
heavily reinforced British and imperial 
army under General Sir Claude Auchin- 
leck ready to march into Libya and in a 
winter campaign complete the conquest of 
Italy's African empire.

For Italy came into the Axis arrange- 
ment under the brightest of auspices, She 
joined Hitler as an equa) partner, Indeed, 
she claimed the totalitarian idea as her 
original invention, 

If Hitler's equal partner has fallen to 
such dubious estate, what must be the fate 
of those other countries that choose to 
come in in a lesser capacity? 

If Hitler's prodigious appetite could 
swallow up Italy, what possible chance is 
there for mere camp followers? 

It seems to me that the fate of Italy 
should give warning to all who propcse to 
have any dealings with the Nazis. 

The collaborators of Vichy and the 
isolationists of the United States would 
do well to study the Italian situation with 
close attention.

After 
that came Mussolini's attack in Greece and 
Hitler's conquest of the Balkans, and then 
the launching of the great war on Russia 

Thus, while there have been persistent 
Tumors of proposals of peace, in fact the 
war has grown larger and fiercer. The war 
threatens to grow stil] larger and stil! 
fiercer. Why, we must ask ourselves, did 
Hitler not make a serious attempt to end 
the war last summer, last autumn, even 
this spring, when his armies has swept all 
before them on the continent of Europe? 


No Peace Offer 


The stock answer to this question is 
that Mr. Churchill, aided and abetted by 
Mr. Roosevelt, insisted on continuing the 
war by rejecting out of hand, and before 
they could be formulated and presented, 
all proposals for a negotiated peace. But 
this answer, though it has been accepted 
by so many, is certainly no explanation of 
why last summer and autumn when Hit- 
ler was victorious in Europe, he did not 
launch a peace offensive designed to un- 
seat Mr. Churchill and checkmate Mr. 
Roosevelt. After all, no one ever supposed 
could make peace with Mr. 
or with Mr. Roosevelt, and

made, The whole purpose of a peace offen- 
sive—that is to say, of an offer to nego- 
tiate which could not be refused—would 
have been to go over Mr. Churchill's head 
to the British people and over Mr. Roose-

Perplexing Health Rules 

Advice on health and longevity is so 
varied and contradictory that anyone 
might write a satiric symposium on “How 
to Live to be a Hundred.” 

“Rules for Good Health” observed by 
John Fiske, American historian and 
lecturer have just been made public. Fiske 
was a robust man of 300 pounds who often 
described his dimensions as 72 inches by 
56. His rules were: 

“Always sit in a draft when I can find 


one; wear the thinnest clothes I can find, 
winter and summer. I catch cold one in 


velt's, who was then running for election, 
to the American people. 

The question, therefore, remains—why, 
having conquered France, Hitler did not 
make an offer which was sufficiently im- 
pressive to make it impossible for Mr. 
Churchill or Mr. Roosevelt to reject it 
summarily. Both those who dreaded and 
those who hoped for such an offer believed 
that Hitler had it in his power to make an 
offer. They thought he might make a 
prompt and reasonably chivalrous peace 
with France, and then in combination with 
France, Italy, Spain and the Danubian 
countries proclam the new European 
order, asking the British and the Ameri- 
cans whether they wished to settle with 
or to go on fighting a politically united 
Europe. But in fact Hitler did not make 
peace with France, and the new European 
order was talked abeut, but never estab- 
lished, and instead of an attempt to end 
the war, gigantic preparations were un- 
dertaken to expand the war. 


Treaty With France 


It certainly was not due to any inter- 
ference by Mr. Churchill or Mr. Roosevelt 
that Hitler did not make peace with 
France. Yet peace with France—a con- 
vincing and conclusive peace—was not 
only the necessary move to establish the 
so-called new order; it was the move 
which, had it been made, would have pro- 
vided an immensely powerful leverage to 
compel the opening of general peace nego- 
tiations. 

Since Hitler did not make peace with 
France 
since, instead, he antagonized France and 
expanded the war — it is evident that 
there is some deep fallacy in the wide- 


| spread notion that Hitler was able to make 


peace and that he would like to have made 
peace on terms which acknowledged his 
European conquests, but left intact the 
British commonwealth and the American 
system. From the fall of France in June, 
1940, to his attack on Russia in June, 1941, 
the opportunity existed to propose such a 
peace, But Hitler never made the pro- 
posal, and never took the critical step— 
namely peace with France—which would 


| have given substance to the proposal. 


Broken Promises 


The event has demonstrated that in the 
nature of things Hitler is unable to make 
peace with any one. The Allies insist that 
they will not make peace with Hitler, and 
they point to his unbroken record, of 
broken promises. But as a matter of fact 
these broken promises are merely the out- 
ward manifestations of a deeper trouble— 
which is that Hitler cannot make peace 
even if he wanted to make it, even if he 
meant to make it, even if he tried to make 
it. The case of France proves it. For if 
Hitler has not made peace with a prostrate

The action of the Brazil authorities in 
burning coffee in order to keep up the 
market price, has been the subject of 
burning comment by many reformers. 
Millions upon millions of bags of coffee 
have been burned on the plains of Sao 
Paulo, darkening the area with clouds of 
ashes—endured willingly by the local 
farmers because they are supposed to have 
great fertilizing value. This enables them 
to grow more coffee beans to be burned. 
By actua] record, 72,000,000 bags of coffee 
have thus been burned since the policy of 
artificial shortage was commenced jn 1931, 
until July of this year, 

The policy of burning coffee is to stop, 
This doesn't mean that coffee will be 
cheaper or more plentiful. A young

France while it has been under a governe 
ment proclaiming its desire to be incor- 
porated in the new order, it is because 
Hitler cannot offer a peace which any one 
—even a disarmed nation—can possibly 
accept. 

Hitler cannot make peace because he 
can never evacuate any occupied territory 
and because he can never remobilize the 
German Army. This is the decisive inward 
reason why Hitler can never keep a pro- 
mise of non-aggression and why he must 
g° on making war. 

Release Prisoners 

If he had made peace with France, he 
would have had to release the prisoners. 
He dared not allow the young men of 
France to return home to a country which 
he had gutted. He would have had to with- 
draw his occupying forces. He dared not 
do this, knowing quite well what would 
happen to his agents and to the French 
collaborationists. Thus he can never with- 
draw from conquered territory without 
the certainty of the inhabitants turning 
violently against him. This is the reason 
why the new order has not yet been estab- 
lished anywhere, though its advent has so 
often been proclaimed. 

But while the impossibility of evacuat- 
ing any part of Europe renders a Hitler 


| peace impossible, the problem of a de- 
| mobilization inside of Germany is under 


Hitler utterly insoluble. To bring back 
into Germany the fanatic young men now 
spread over Europe from Narvik to Crete, 
to demobilize them and feed them and 


commensurate with what they have been 


| promised or even with what they would 


need—this is something which Hitler can 
never do. No one can do it. The material, 


| the jobs, the markets, do not exist in con- 


tinental Europe for this mass of men, and 
So they must, if possible, conquer their 
subsistence outside of Europe, or at least 


| be kept busy as long as possible, just mak- 


ing war outside of Germany. 
When Hitler Falls 


Thus, Hitler’s armies can return to 
Germany only after Hitler has fallen, They 
can return only under a German governe 
ment which they will not hold responsible 
for the misery they will suffer. They can 
return only under a government which is 
capable, because it has made peace with 
the outer world, of obtaining assistance in 
relieving their misery. 

That is why Hitler, when he had the 
Opportunity, did not make the proposals of 
peace which were so generally expected. 


| He cannot make peace, and he knows it. 


It is time that we knew it, not merely to 


| have done with the illusions of the so- 


called appeasers but because the time is 
coming, if it is not already at hand, when 
the politica] initiative will be in our hands, 
We shall then be able to shorten the war 
by exploiting the fact that whereas Hitler 
can never make peace, the free nations 
can. That is a most powerful resource 
which we cannot afford to neglect.

The British government is looking forward to the years of recon- 
etruction that await the final liquidation of the Nazi mob and is prepar- 
ing by training younger men in the art of carrying on our form of govern- 
ment, accustoming them to facing decisions of major importance and to 
shouldering the burden of responsibility for the welfare of their fellow- 
men and that of generations yet to come. 

Down in the United States they are preparing a tremendous sport 
broadcast for the men in the Army and Navy—the greatest thing of its 
kind ever staged—and part of it will be a dramatization of that historical 
football game played by two U. S. army teams in France at the end of 
the last war. There was probably more money bet on that game than 
any half a dozen others ever played. There was hardly a man in the 
entire A.E.F. who didn't bet his last dollar on one or other of the teams. 


The interesting point in connection with this game is that Marshal 
Fock was General Pershing's guest at it. This was the first game of 
American football that Foch had ever seen. After it was over he 
turned to Pershing and said: “No nation addicted to such a game need 
ever fear a lack of fine soldiers.” 


Put the move by the British government to train men for the post- 
war years and that statement by Foch together and you get a clearer 
and deeper insight into the importance of our kind of sport for our way 
of life, ‘

premium on the player who can size up a situation, devise a solution 
and execute it in a second’s time. 


Compare this type of sport with the sort the dictator countries 
impose on their youth. Young Germans and Italians are marshalled 
and paraded in great masses, The execution of arms bend—arms 
wtretch exercises in perfect unison under the barked orders of an 
instructor is the favorite version of sport in Axis countries. It builds 
the unimaginative, scrupulously obedient type of cannon fodder that 
a dictator must have to survive on. 


The British government is wisely building for the all-important years 
after the war by developing men capable of stepping into important gov- 
ernment posts. Toa large extent such men must have the same courage, 
energy, resourcefulness and ability to think quickly that is a requirement 
in a good soldier, sailor or airman.

HELSINKI, Sept, 12—(AP)—Two 
of Finland's outstanding athletes, 
Kalle Jalkanew, skier, and Kalle 
Jarvinen, shotputter, were killed in 
action on the Karelian Isthmus 
Sept. 5, it was announced Thursday. 

Jalkanen, former world champion 
cross-country skier, scored a notable 
victory in the 1936 Olympics when 
behind in anchor 
position to beat Norway in the 40- 
kilometre relay race. 

Jarvinen was the oldest of three 
athletic brothers. His best-known 
brother is Matti, who hurled the 
javelin 251 feet, six inches, in 1934 
for a world record.

‘TIPS ON SHOPPING 

| FOR TOWELS 

| When shopping for towels, these 
j Points are good to remember: For 
greater wearability, towels should 
“have a firmly woven ground. You 
{can judge the ground weave by 
holding the towel to the light; if the 
light comes through evenly, in pin- 
points, the weave is firm and even 
and the towel should have good 
durability. Selvages should be firm- 
Jy woven and hems carefully stitch- 
ed with corners backstitched to pre- 
vent raveling. For launderability, if 
the towels are colored inquire 
whether the dyes are guaranteed 
neither to run nor fade. For absor- 
bency, the rule is the greater the 
; Number of loops to the square inch, 
the more absorbent the towel, White 
towels are said to be the most ab- 
sorbent, pastels a little less, darker 
colored towels the least. Solid color 
towels and patterned designs will 
probably run a little higher in price 
than pure white or white with color- 
ed borders,

MUST CONTROL SEAS 

To be ultimately successful in 
world mastery, Hitler knows that 
he must get control of the seas. He 
must first destroy the bridge of 
ships which we are building across 
the Atlantic, over which we Shall 
continue to roll the implements of 
war to help destroy him and all his 
works in the end. He must wipe 
out our patrol on sea and in the air, 
He must silence the British navy 


It must be explained again and 
again to people who like to think 
of the United States navy as an 
invincible protection, that this can 
be true if the British navy sur- 
vives.

For if the world outside the Am- 

ericas falls under Axis domination,

AMERICA’S POLICY 

Generation after generation, Am- 
erica has battled for the general 
policy of the freedom of the seas. 
That policy is a very simple one— 
but a basic, fundamental one. It 
means that no nation has the right 
to make the broad oceans of the 
world at great distances from the 
actual theatre of land war, unsafe 
for the commerce of others. 

That has been our policy, proved 
time and time again, in al) our his- 
tory. 

Our policy has applied from time 
immemorial—and still applies—not 
merely to the Atlantic, but to the 
Pacific and to all other oceans as 
well, 

Unrestricted submarine warfare 
in 1941 constitutes a defiance—an 
act of aggression—against that his- 
toric American policy. 

It is now clear that Hitler has 
begun his campaign to control 
the seas by ruthless force and by 
wiping out every vestige of in- 
ternational law and humanity. 

His intention has been made 
clear, The American people can 
have no further illusions about it. 

No tender whisperings of appeas- 
ers that Hitler is not interested in 
the western hemisphere, no sopori- 
fic lullabies that a wide ocean pro- 
fects us from him-—can long have 
any effect on the hard-headed, fart 
sighted and realistic American 


Because of these episodes, be-

The Nazi danger to our western 
world has long ceased to be a mere 
possibility, The danger is here now 
—not only from a military enemy 
but from an enemy of all law, ali 
liberty, al! morality, all religion. 

There has now come a time 
when you and I must see the cold 
inexorable necessity of saying to 
these inhuman, unrestrained scck- 
ers of world conquest and per- 
manent world domination by the 
sword—"You seck to throw our 
children and our children's child- 
ten into your form of terrorism 
and slavery. You have now at- 
tacked our own safety. You shall 
go no further.”
